In July he had 


broken two State records and at the 
oresetrt time lie Is undoubtedly the fast- 
est rider In the State. He does not know 
how fast he can ride, for he has never 
been hard pressed In a race yet. lie Is 
now riding for the Syracuse company, 
and they are -arranging to put him on 
their national team. Smith Is not yet 
18 years old. Is strong' and powerful, so 
that-ho can1 ride all day and never feel 
It. Ho -will cert»lnly be heard from In 
tho big races soon. 
The races started promptly on time 


and were rapidly worked off. so that the 
crowd had no reaaun to complain. Th« 
first event was the one mile novice, In 
which there -was considerable Interest 
because of the appearance of some good 
material for t'he first time.

Diiluth. Minn., Sept. 2.—I.Mng In the 


wilds of Northern Minnesota, »\ miles 
fiom a postomce, with only a boy for a 
companion, Dr. Ocorge W. Kraker, who 
planned one of tho moat gigantic and suc- 
cessful Insurance swindles of modern 
times, was to-day captured by officers 
who have been on his track for tho past 
two years. Up to Aug. 12 la»t, there was 
a standing reward of $30,000 for his ar- 
rt?t, offered by the insurance companies. 


Jn "the latter part of IS3CI, Di. George 


W. Fraker >was physician to the St. Elmo 
hotel, the leading hotel In Excelsior 
Springs, the fumuus health resoi t near 
Kansas City. 
Together with seven or 


eight companions, the Doctor went fish 
Irg on tho Missouri river one day. and 
after dark, 
while In th« company of 


(•eort,e Harry, James Triplet and Jake 
Crowley, a negro, be disappeared nnd w«« 
seen r.o more. These three parlies after- 
ward swore positively that they saw-Fra- 
kcr drowning while rowrtng a leaky boat. 
But after a searcTThls body could not be \\ 
found. 
. 
, 


Some three or four months previous to 


this ho began loading up with life Insur 
ance, taking $10,000 In t'he Kansas Mutual 
Life of Tcpeka, $10.000 In the Equitable 
Life of New York. $1S.OOO In the Hartford 
Life and Annuity. $15,000 In Provident 
Savings Life of New York, an* $8,000 In 
the Benevolent soclctfcs of that place, a 
total of $5!<,000. George Harry nnd Jam.?s 
Triolet, who swore to having witnessed 
Frakcr's death were.men of bad charac- 
ter. Harry being arrested a few days ago 
in Easteili Missouri on a charge of hav- 
ing committed burglary in New Mexico. 
Triplet was a well-known character In 
the Indian Territory) and was said to 
uavc been drowned a short time a'go. Be 
fore going on his lishlng excursion,'Fra- 
ker had drawn all his money from the 
bank, saying tne was going to California 
to bring home the orphan children of his 
deceased uncle. 


Forty thousand of Insurance money was 


parable to his brother-in-law. In trmtt for 
'he children. 
After thorough InvestiKu- 


tlon all the companies except the Equlta 
bio-refused 10 pay the claims, whereupon 
James Lincoln, executor of the will 
brought suit In the District Court at Lib- 
erty, Mo., wlilrli was aftemards trans- 
ferred lo the t/nlted States ijircuh tourt 
at Kanws City, ftobcrt T. Scrrrlck was 
appointed Jointly to conduct the c«se tor 
the companies and was assisted by emi- 
nent legal talent. In the latter part of 
1894, after the Intensely sensational trial. 
lasting two weeks, the Jury, acting for 
tho court, declared for the defense." A 
new trial was granted on technical point 
but In February, lKtt, Judnment wan K! 
en for the full amount and a stay of ex- 
ecution granted for MX month.*, until 
Aug. 12, 1S05. 
On that date the 
full 


amount »« paid to the executors, nnd 
tho companies withdrew their orter of 
$20.000 reward. 
Hcrrlck. who deserves to rank with the 
best detectives of modsrn times, obtain 
cd a clue In the latter part of 1ST>I. which 
he has patiently followed ever since, un- 
til a week fgo he learned the whereabouts 
and assumed name of the Doctor. 
On 


Thursday night h» arrived In Tower, to- 
gether with John Wilkinson, chief of po- 
lice In Topcka. to asflst In taking.Frakcr 
hack. They learned that Fraker went 1» 
the name of Schncll. and lived with a 
young man In a woodman's hut sn mllc« 
froaii Tower on the Itasca county road. A 
warrant was secured In Tower, and Sun 
day mouilng, accompanied by l>eputy 
Sheriff Archie Phillip, they started for 
the place. Fraker and the boy were ar- 
rested and handcuffed', and when the war- 
rant was read Fraker was thunderstruck, 
but admitted his Identity at once. 


He was brought to town together with 


his companion. Fraker readily a^iced to 
accompany the officers to 'Missouri with- 
out walling for extradition papers, and 
w«(> taken down this morning. In con- 
versation be stated that bo had expected 
his relatives to eet a portion <j{ tho ln- 
by the. water of a spring where he stoo 
surance money and himself some also. 
He had been cieatly benefltted, he salJ. 
ped. and had «Jx>ut made arrangements 
to buy the place. He would have spent 
$20,000, he said, In improving the place. 
Dr. Fraker w«< brought to Duluth this 
noon on the Iron Range train In charge 
of Deputy Sheriff Philip, and accompan- 
ied by Robert T. Herrlck of Topeka, Kan. 
Be was lodged In jail pending his removal 
to Toprka which will take place »-s soon 
as the necessary formalities are observed. 
Fraker will go without any opposition.
